This maans a change of tbe con- 
ditions on which camtal was invesfed in 
ludnstiies, uLd a rearrangement of tiasi- 
ness hffairs become necessary The man- 
ufacturer trims his tails for the new con- 
ditions sud the wage earner in tbesn 
mills either tiods himself out of a job or 
Ins wages reciucod. The merchant cuts 
down bis purchases because he> does not 
!snjw in what kind of a market he will 
be forced to sell. This in tarn comes 
back to tbe manufacturer in the shape of 
a diminished demand for his product 
which means more idle men. Building
